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Continuation of 3. NOTE: First, as an aside, it is noted that at the end of claim 31 "a deflection elements" should apparently be "a 
deflection element". Claim 15 is still inaccurate in reciting two deflection elements (noting applicant's remarks, while paragraph [0046] 
states that the guide is deflected at 37, this is not a disclosure of a deflection element (nor is a deflection element illustrated in Figure 2 at 
37). It cannot be assumed that a deflection element is at 37 deflecting the guide (as opposed to, say, deflection elements), as there must 
be clear antecedent basis in the claims for what is claimed. The claims raise new issues while not further reducing or simplifying issues 
for appeal because the claims improperly mix embodiments. For instance, claim 1 now recites the guide as including a closed loop, 
which is specific to Figure 1. But claim 8, which depends from claim 1, recites the guide as connected at a first end to the airbag and at 
a second end to the motor vehicle body, which is specific to Figure 2 (this was not a problem before because claims 7 and 8 referred to 
different embodiments but each depended from claim 1). Similarly, claim 14 recites a spring specific to Figure 2*s embodiment, but 
depends from claim 1, which is specific to Figure 1. The claims should be carefully reviewed to make sure all the claims are consistent 
to one embodiment. 
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
